CHICAGO iCPi Fiery 
Henri Richard dramatically 
atoned for an outburst against 
his coach Tuesday night by 
scoring two goals as Montreal 
Canadiens came from behind 
to win the Stanley Cup with a 
3-2 victory over Chicago 
Black Hawks. 


Montreal's lOih cup victory 
in 15 years ended the longest- 
ever National Hockey League 
season as the Canadiens took 
the series four games In 
three. _ ’ 

Richard, who had de¬ 
nounced coach A1 MacNeil as 
‘incompetent” when he was 


benched in the later stages of 
the filth game of the senes, 
was hugging the coach as the 
game ended. 

It was a bitter disappoint¬ 
ment to the more than 20,000 
fans who sweltered through 
oppressive heat at Chicago 
Stadium, to see their team 
continue domination of the 
home-ice series.

Of Jobless in B.C. 

100 MILE HOUSE (CP) — The British Col¬ 
umbia government is creating “the best-trained 
pool of unemployed anywhere in the western 
world” provincial NDP leader Dave Barrett said 
Tuesday night. 

He said a government with ideas and imagina¬ 
tion could “grasp world attention” by putting 
young trained people to work on such problems 
as rapid transit methods, electric-powered cars to 
help solve the pollution crisis, and reclamation 
projects to boost tourism. 

Barrett said the Social Credit government 
during the last session of the legislature promised 
to create 25,000 new jobs. But B.C.’s jobless total 
in April was 72,000, up from 58,000 in April last 
year.

April unemployment figures, 
released last Thursday . 
showed a seasonally adjusted 
jobless rate of 6.7 per cent, 
up sharply from the adjusted 
March rate of 6.0 per cent. 
The actual unemployment 
rate, which usually drops 
sharply from March to April, 
remained at 7.8 per cent of 
the 8.3 million labor force. 

Benson noted there were 
considerable “time lags” be¬ 
tween enactment of govern¬ 
ment budget policy and its 
effect on the economy, lie 
sa id the economy was still 
reacting to the expansionary 
policies adopted by the 
government more than a year 
ago.

Kosygin Urges Forces Cut 


MOSCOW iCPi Premier 
Alexei Kosygin of tlie Soviet 
Union called Tuesduy for n 
reduction of forces by NATO 
and the Warsaw pact 
In the first of series of 
meetings, scheduled here be¬ 
tween himself and Prime 
Minister Trudeau of Canada. 
Kosygin also reiterated 
Soviet proposals for a Euro¬ 
pean security conference. 

Q u estions of East-West 
security figured prominently 
as the two heads of govern¬ 
ment met for the first time 
over a conference table. 
Canadian sources said other

international questions also 
were touched uii. including 
the Middle East situation, and 
matters directly concerning 
S o v i c t-Canadian relations 
were opened up tyir detailed 
examination later. 

The discussions on bilateral 
questions were expected to 
resume when Kosygin and 
Trudeau meet again today, 
second .Jiay of the prime 


minister's 11-day visit to tlie 
Soviet Union. 

Kosygin told Trudeau that 
Russia, like Canada, is con¬ 
cerned about problems of 
Arctic ecology and prevention 
of pollution in the North. 
However, no detailed propo- 
sals for co-operation in this 
field were put forward by 
either side. 

From information supplied 


by Canadian sources, it a;»- 
pcared that Kosygin did most 
of the talking at the 2%-itour 
session, first ever between 
Soviet and Canadian lieads of 
government. 

Kosygin was understood to 
have reiterated Communist 
party chief Leonid Brezhnev’s 
recent call for a reduction of 
armed forces in Central 
Europe, where in Brezhnev s 
words military confrontation 
between Western and Soviet- 
bloc forces is especially dan¬ 
gerous. 

He referred to the high cost

DDT: 


Can world afford to give up "devil it knows 9 ? 
TV©, says UN Food , Agricultural Organization 
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By LOUS FLEMING

ROME — The world cannot 
afford to give up the use of 
DDT, according to a new 
policy statement being pre¬ 
pared by the UN Food and 
A g r i c u lture Organization 
here. 

Tens of millions of persons 
would be faced with famine if 
there should be a worldwide 
ban on ^he use ot DDT and 


the other chlorinated hydro¬ 
carbon pesticides, according 
to these food experts. 

Ceylon has proved how 
essential DDT is to malaria 
control through an experi¬ 
mental decision to outlaw 
DDT there that, in turn, was 
marked by a return of the 
disease of epidemic levels, 
the experts noted. 

They contended that all of 
the magic of biological pro 
grams, including the sterile 


inale insect campaigns, and 
tlie costlier and more toxic 
chemical alternatives to DDT. 
are not adequate for the 
present world agricultural 
situation. 

These findings put the two 
concerned U.S. specialized 
agencies. FAO and the World 
Health Organization, in oil- 
position to some of tlie 
cons ervationist campaigns 
aimed at an immediate and 
total ban on DDT. 


“It must be said that much 
of the agitation for severe 
restriction of tlie use of DDT. 
even for its abolition, is based 
on uninformed fear,”, accord¬ 
ing to the new FAO statement. 

Until more is known, FAO 
and W.H.O. are standing by a 
policy, first spelled out in 
1969. approving DDT’s con¬ 
tinued use but urging that it 
be kept to the absolute 
minimum 

Safety and effectiveness 


were the themes of a pesti¬ 
cide conference for Latin 
American nations given this 
month by FAO in Sao Paolo, 
Brazil. And 11 of tlie world's 
principal manufacturers of 
pesticides sent representa¬ 
tives to deal specifically with 
programs designed to avoid 
advene side effects 

But the keynote address for 
the conference emphasized 
itiat there is no alternative 


yet to familiar if controver¬ 
sial control programs. 

“It would indeed be a 
disservice to society to en¬ 
courage agriculturists to dis¬ 
card the crop protection 
methodology currently avail¬ 
able. although as yet In¬ 
adequately applied In many 
areas, and adopt a glamorous 
new but untested technology.” 
Dr. Ray Smith, entomologist 
of the University of California

FOUR SUBJECTS today: Premier 
Bennett on unemployment; the Victorian 
Days’ Inaugural Ball; a cartoon on Pierre 
Trudeau, and CAUT’s censure of UVic 
president Bruce Partridge. 

Premier Bennett gets his knocks for 
many things and with dispatch. Therefore, he 
should also get the bouquets with equal 
alacrity.

Bennett was probably right in another 
surmise — that many of those immigrants 
flock to the warmer climes of B.C. and that 
they further add to our own high rate of 
joblessness. 

Premier Bennett is right on. I hope he 
pursues the subject at the premiers’ 
conference here in June and with feeling . . .

THE IX)\V Income Group would picket 
the Victoria Days’ Inaugural Ball at the 
Empress, because, as group president Walter 
Olszewski puts it, the $25 tab discriminates 
against the poor. 

I suggest Olszewski should concern 
himself with something other than a ball at 
the Empress and, further, I suggest itVnone 
of his business what the promotors of the 
dance charge. 

The Victoria Days committee rightly 
points out there are other dances at lower 
tarriffs and indeed, there are some free 
street dances.

Trudeau’s “blatantly dis¬ 
honest” logic is “blame the 
other guy." 

“Last year, he blamed 
inflation on big business and 
organized labor. Now he 
blames the unemployment for 
unemployment. 

"Next, he will blame house¬ 
wives for rising supermarket 
prices."

DDT Too Vital To Drop 


at Berkeley, said in the 
keynote speech. 

There is particular concern 
that pressure will mount in 
the United States for a ban on 
DDT that in turn, would cut 
world supply. 

The FAO experts are quick 
to acknowledge that pesti¬ 
cides, particularly the “dirty 
five" formulas of persistent 
chlorinated hydrocarbons, in¬ 
cluding DDT, have been mis¬ 
used and have caused prob¬ 
lems. 

Wildlife has been harmed. 
High levels of residues have 
been found in many animals 
and in human beings. An 


increasing number, now sur¬ 
passing 228, of animal and 
plant species have developed 
resistance to chemical con¬ 
trols. Some pests have been 
eliminated only to be replaced 
by more voracious species. 
Many farmers have mis¬ 
understood the phenomenon of 
resistance and have com¬ 
pounded the problem by in¬ 
creasing applications of the 
pesticides. 

But no pathological ab¬ 


normalities in humans have 
been traced to DDT. 

“We know more about DDT 
than any other single chemi¬ 
cal of its sort." according to 
F. W. Whittemore, senior 
officer for pesticides and post¬ 
harvest control at FAO. "It 
gets to be a case of finding it 
easier to live with a devil that 
you know than with one that 
is unknown." 

The goal of FAO, and a 
basic theme of Smith's 
address to the pesticide meet¬ 
ing in Brazil, is pest control 
t hrough integrated control 
systems, using chemical and 
nonchemical methods to fight 
the farmers’ enemies.

A 64-year-old former Nazi 
official was charged Tuesday 
with murder and complicity 
in the killing of 150,000 Jews 
during the Second World War 
a justice department spokes¬ 
man here reported. 

The indictment accuses 
tViedrich Bosshammor, a 
lawyer in the Ruhr town of 
Wuppertal until his arrest in 
1968, of having organized the 
d e portation of Bulgarian, 
Italian, Romanian and Slovak 
Jews to concentration and 
death camps. 


Check Basic Cause 


By Ci. C. THOSTESON. Ml) 

Dear Dr. Thonteson: I have 
never seen an article in your 
column on an enlarged heart. 
Is it serious?-B.T. 

Dear Doctor: How serious 
is heart enlargement and 
what should be done for it? 
Our physician says not to 
worry about it. but I do not 
feel good, have chest pains, 
and take medication for high 
blood pressure. — Mrs. C. 

Heart enlargement results 
from some abnormal strain 
on the heart muscle (the 
muscle, cup-shaped, or 
"c r own-shaped.” surrounds 
the heart chambers). 

Rest way to determine such 
enlargement is by x-ray. to 
show size and shape. The 


enlargement means that the 
heart muscle has thickened 
and stretched — as muscles 
do when subjected to heavy 
use. 

Principal causes of en¬ 
largement are high blood 
pressure; disorders of the 
heart valves which require 
the heart to work harder to 
pump the requisite amount of 
blood; and congenital defects 
of the heart. (Beri-beri. a 
vitamin deficiency, causes 
enlargement but that is a 
rare cause in this part of the 
world.) 

When you were told “not to 
worry about it,” your doctor 
undoubtedly had in mind the 
fact that an enlarged heart, 
with thickened heart muscle. 


can still be an efficient heart. 
Just finding enlargement Is 
not cause for panic. 

But since it is a clear 
indication of something 
wrong, then obviously the 
underlying condition should be 
treated. In Mrs. C.'s case, her 
high blood pressure is being 
treated. Quite often high 
blood pressure needs some¬ 
thing more than just medi¬ 
cine. The patient may need to 
lose weight, may be using too 
much tobacco, may have 
skidded into a living situation 
involving too much tension. 

In the other causes of 
often can be corrected surgi¬ 
cally, or an artificial valve 
inserted. Congenital defects of 
various types are being re¬ 
paired by heart surgery, too.

CAIRO (AP)— The leaders

ants reported. 

Those jailed after being 
under house airest include Lt.- 
Gen. Mohamed Fawzi, the 
lormer war minister, and 
former Interior Minister 
Sarawi Comma, accused of 
bugging Sadat’s own office 
and deploying his agents in 
Cairo to keep order after 
Sadat's hoped-for ouster. 

The long diplomatic efforts 
to reach a peaceful settle¬ 
ment with Israel are likely to 
be slowed even more while 
Sadat deals with his foes. 

While admitting efforts 
toward a^ieaceful settlement 
will be delayed, political 
sources. Western diplomats 
and informed observers be¬ 


lieve Sadat's dramatic ouster 
of his enemies and purge of 
the administration will not 
significantly affect his com¬ 
mitment to seek a political 
settlement with Israel. 

Sadat, now much more his 
own man as president, is 


likely to feel more at ease in 
pursuing his policies since he 
no longer needs a consensus 
of his hardline opponents. 

But even before the Egyp¬ 
tian crisis erupted lust Thurs¬ 
day, Sadat said there was

Hanoi’s Troops 
Hammering 
Southern Laos 


SAIGON (API The North 
Vietnamese are reported on a 
rampage in southern Laos, 
almost wiping out one town 
with a rocket barrage, am¬ 
bushing troops fleeing the 
town and sending rockets into 
a city on the Mekong River. 

On Tuesday, the eve of the 
81st anniversary of the birth 
of the late North Vietnamese 
President Ho Chi Minh, North 
Vietnamese troops appeared 
on the move in much of the 
landlocked kingdom, possibly 
in a drive to expand the Ho 
Chi Min supply trail to the 
west. The North Vietnamese 
use the trail to send men and 
material to South Vietnam 
and Cambodia. 

The North Vietnamese also 
could he trying to pressure 
(he Laotian government in 
Vientiane into accepting the 
latest demand of their allies, 
the pro-Communist Pathet 
Lao. The Pathet Lao last 
week called for a halt of all 
I 'nited States bombing in 
Laos as a precondition for a 
ceasefire. 

Whatever the objective, 
North Vietnamese forces 


followed up their capture of 
two government towns in the 
Bolovens Plateau on Sunday 
with attacks on several points 
in other parts of Laos. 

A heavy North Vietnamese 
rocket attack Monday nearly 
wiped out the town of Dong 
Hene on highway 9, about 200 
miles southeast of Vientiane, 
the capital, and 100 miles 
north of the Bolovens Plateau. 

Reports reaching Vientiane 
said the North Vietnamese 
then ambushed a Laotian 
military convoy as it was 
retreating from Dong Hene 
and heading westward to 
Seno, 20 miles away.

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__REACTION to the suggestion at Senate 

Democratic leader Mike Mansfield that the 
United States immediately and drastically reduce 
its component in the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization’s European garrison is to 1*1601 it. 
There will be an Inclination to approve the stand 
taken by NATO’s secretary-general, Manlio Brosio 
of Italy, when he says unilateral American action 
would seriously undermine the alliance and, more 
importantly, deprive the allies of a credible 
alternative to nuclear response in the event of 
attack. 

But there are second thoughts. 

It is only when strident voices in the United 
States demand such radical changes in foreign 
policy and a return to isolationism that their 
European allies are reminded of the necessity for 
them to bear a fair share of the burden of defence. 

Reluctance of men like Senator Mansfield to 
see their country continue to play the leading role 
In NATO might be better understood if it Were 
appreciated how deep are the scars caused by what 
can only be described as failure in Vietnam. That 
costly and humiliating war has in no way checked 
the expansionist program of the communists, and 
may even have accelerated it. But the point to 
remember is that Americans must ask themselves: 
If the role of policeman is so unrewarding in Asia 
why should it be right in Europe? 


Impatiently, many Americans must be saying 
they can hardly be expected to continue to provide 
the bigger part of the NATO buffer for the 
protection of people among the most vocal in their 
criticism of the Vietnam war, 

If that were not enough, there are economic 
reasons for Americans to excuse themselves from 
heavy NATO responsibility, not least among them 
the current weakness of the dollar. 

As for the argument that unilateral decision 
on such an issue is immoral, Washington is not apt 
to be impressed. Canada dare not utter a word on 
that subject. But since it is unthinkable there could 
ever be any unanimity among NATO members on 
such a decision it becomes a matter for 
Washington’s own good judgment. 

There are tWo more good reasons besides 
those offered by Signor Brosio why the United 
States is likely to maintain formidable forces in 
Europe. First, the effectiveness of NATO is vital to 
the success of any search for an arms control 
formula between Washington and Moscow, some¬ 
thing that all political parties in the United States 
would welcome. 

Finally, President Nixon, for a variety of 
reasons — possible arms limitation among them — 
is not likely to be shaken from his determination to 
continue substantial support for an orthodox 
deterrent force which so far has proved effective.

they used to" is being directed at the latest 
model cars, and after only a year from the time cer¬ 
tain changes in manufacture had been made. It was 
revealed at a recent hearing of the United States 
Senate commerce committee that 1971 automobiles 
are more susceptible to collision damage than last 
year’s models. 

Disappointment expressed by Senator Philip 
Hart of Michigan on receiving this information will 
be shared by owners faced with increased 
insurance premiums as a result. “How did we blow 
it?” he asked when told that new car bumper 
standards in a law he steered through Congress 
were crumpling. 

Manufacturers, in some instances, had sur¬ 
passed these standards but costs of repairs, even 
with labor costs holding constant, had soared, 
Senator Hart’s committee was told. 

A film produced by the insurance industry 
showed that damage caused in the crashing of 
some 1971 care into a barrier at 10 miles an hour 
was costing an average of 30 per cent more to 
repair than that of 1970 care subjected to the same 
abuse. 

On an average, the cost of repairing four 1970 
sedans was $541.56 while the bill for 1971 models 
averaged $735.69. 

At 15 miles an hour the difference was 48 per 


cent more for this year’s cars, and the submission 
of the insurance people to the Senate committee 
laid the blame to higher prices for replacement 
parts and from “the increased delicateness 
designed and built into the cars ... a delicateness 
which has the potential for generating ever larger 
crash parts sales.” 

It would seem from this that the manu¬ 
facturers, while meeting the new standards, have 
succumbed to consumer demands for related frills 
which have defeated the safety moves. 

Perhaps the buyer is going to have to come to 
the realization that fragile and expensive body 
structures must be replaced with not so eye¬ 
pleasing construction. 

A move is afoot to develop new “safety care” 
which may require revolutionary changes in the 
appearance of automobiles. Britain and the United 
States have signed an agrement aimed at greater 
co operation in bringing this about. 

Both countries will exchange information and 
ideas, and both will build prototypes using new 
designs and materials aimed at reducing risks of 
accidents, and the severity of damages and 
injuries. 

Today’s increasing costs may be enough to sell 
the buyer on some new looks which may not be 
quite as sleek and racy as he has been demanding.

Crossing 

the 

Channel 


F it floats, hovers, or flies, 
some one is bound to try 
crossing the English Channel 
on it. 

Individualists who disdain 
the train, car, and passenger 
ferries that daily ply the 21- 
mile-wide Strait of Dover 
have attempted the trip in 
everything from rowboats and 
canoes to hay bales, barrels, 
bedsteads, and bathtubs. 

Others have swum, skied, 
surfed, cycled, or driven 
across the stretch of water 
separating France and Eng¬ 
land, says the National Geog¬ 
raphic Society in a ‘‘silly 
season” research report. 
There even have been efforts 
to walk on and under it. 

More than 1,400 swimmers 
have attempted the crossing. 
Cold, choppy seas and strong 
tides defeated more than 1,200 
of them, who were forced to 
take refuge aboard accom¬ 
panying boats. 

The Channel was first 
swum by Matthew Webb in 
1875. A m erica's Gertrude 
Ederle became the first 
woman to swim it in 1926. 
Since then three swimmers — 
all men — have made non¬ 
stop, round-trip crossings, a 
feat that means being in the 
soa from 30 to 43 hours. 


Conditions at Home 
Concerning Sadat 


Two Germans drove a 
specially-built amphibious car 
across the Channel to Eng¬ 
land in 7*4 hours in 1935. The 
drive was duplicated in 1962 
by two Frenchmen whose 
production-model car made 
the trip in 5)4 hours. 

The following year, a 
tractor equipped with flota¬ 
tion tires drove across in just 
under 8 hours. 

A 1950 attempt to make the 
crossing on a tricycle whose 
over-size tires were equipped 
with paddles was unsuccess¬ 
ful, as was a diver’s plan to 
walk under the Channel. 

The surfboard record for 
the English Channel was 
established in 1962 by a South 
African who used only his 
hands to propel his 14-foot 
board a distance of 22 miles 
in 7 hours, 23 minutes. 

Five years earlier, a Dutch¬ 
man had himself towed 
across the Channel and back 
on water skis. 

One man who paddled a 
canoe across the Channel 
later made the voyage aboard 
a floating bedstead. For his 
third effort, he climbed into 
an outboard-powered steel 
drum and made a landfall 8 
hours and 20 minutes later at 
Cap Gris Nez. 

And seven British students, 
including one coed, made the 
journey in 1966 aboard a 
brass four-poster bed 


I F the nine-month truce In 
the Israeli-Egyptian war 
can lie prolonged through the 
year, as now seems at least a 
slight possibility. President 
Anwar ol-Sadat will have an 
op|x»rtunity to concentrate on 
a long-neglected goal. That is 
to raise the level of living for 
a people who for the most 
j»art are des|>erately poor. 

Three wars, the disastrous 
defeat of 1967, the infusion of 
large amounts of military aid 
— over 23 years the Egyptian 
leadership has faced outward. 
Their energy, the country's 
resources and an unending 
flow of propaganda have gone 
into an effort to confine, if 
not destroy, Israel. In his 
first speech since his talks 
with Secretary of State Wil¬ 
liam P. Rogers. Sadat prom¬ 
ised that every Egyptian 
would have a pension for life 
by this time next year. Given 
the state of Egypt’s finances 
and the top-heavy bureucra- 
cies. this seems pretty re¬ 
mote. Nevertheless, it is a 
sign of the direction in which 
Sadat wants to move. 

For the soft-spoken presi¬ 
dent the present moment 
could be a turning point. 
Closely allied with Gamal 
Alidel Nasser in the revolu¬ 
tion of the young army 
officers bent on throwing off 
the yoke of Western "im¬ 
perialism,” Sadat was always 
less of a firebrand. While the 
mystique of Nasser and the 
revolution is still powerful, 
with portraits of the dead 
leader everywhere, Sadat has 
shown that he believes the

time has come to confront the 
facts of life at home. 

The powerful editor of Al 
A h r a m, Mohammed Haa- 
sanein Heikal, one of Nasser’s 
closest associates and now 
Sadat’s intimate adviser, des¬ 
cribes how Nasser passed the 
baton of authority to his 
successor. Having suffered 
one heart attack. Nasser was 
due to leave for -an Arab 
summit meeting in Morocco. 
Rumors were circulating of a 
variety of plots to assassinate 
him. 

* ★ ★ 

Al seven in the morning he 
summoned Sadat to his su¬ 
burban villa. He told him that 
in the event of his demise 
Sadat should assume the 
presidency. It was the last 
will and testament of the 
leader whose flashing charis¬ 
matic presence had survived 
even the disaster of 1967. 

Over the years the revolu¬ 
tion for those who made it 
has been like a powerful drug, 
a stimulant, the magical 
answer to all doubt and 
difficulties. Sadat has written 
of nights around desert camp 
fires when he and Nasser and 
the other young officers de¬ 
bated until dawn the nature of 
the revolution they meant to 
make against the i»wer of 
Britain that since the era of 
the proconsul, Lord Cromer, 
had exercised a protectorate 
over Egypt. Several thousand 
British troope were stationed 
at critical points along the 
Suez Canal to Insure the 
safety of what Britain con¬ 


sidered die life line of the 
empire. 

"We were young men full of 
hope,” Sadat wrote. ”We were 
brothers in arms, united in 
friendship and in a common 
detestation of the existent 
order of things. Egypt was a 
sick country. The social and 
political unrest in Egypt was 
the theme of our debates.” 

But the young men full of 
hope discovered that even 
with a compelling leader like 
Nasser it was one thing to 
make a revolution and quite 
another to transform a sick 
society. After King Farouk 
was dejiosed an<j the British 
were on the way out Nasser 
himself wrote in "The Phil¬ 
osophy of Revolution” with 
something like despair: 

‘‘Instead of accomplishing 
our mission, I realized bit- 
teriy, we had only started. We 
needed discipline but found 
chaos. We needed unity but 
found division. We needed 
hard work but found passivity 
and indolence." 

His heir, Sadat, may now 
have a chance to make a new 
start. It is late in the day. 
The passions of the Palestin¬ 
ian conflict — hate, revenge, 
bitter frustation — weigh 
against stability and an 
orderly evolution toward a 
better life for the masses. 
Sadat must Insure his hold¬ 
over dissidents in his own 
government. And there is 
still, in Nasser's words, a 
large measure of chaos, divis¬ 
ion. passivity and indolence to 
overcome.

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I S the phenomenal increase 
of pay for MPs but one 
more subtle bid for power on 
the part of an astute and 
cynical prime minister? 

Apart from being an invi¬ 
tation to business and labor to 
abandon restraint, the in¬ 
crease is likely to have other 
far-reaching consequences. 

Although Mr. Trudeau 
claims to be following the 
recommendation, in part, of 
the B e a u p r e Commission, 
whose chairman, as Mr. 
Bennett so aptly phrased it, 
"is an expensive man,” per¬ 
haps he is disguising his 
motives? He to certainly far 
too intelligent a man not to 
foresee the full effects of his 
decision to change the status 
of Ottawa politicians to that of 
professionals. 

Nomination as a candidate 
for a political party has 
formerly come only after 
years of public service by one 
who has in that time proved 
his ability, good sense and 
probity, and in and before 
that time has acquired a 
sound knowledge in some 
special field to which he can 
contribute in debate and the 
leading of public opinion. His 
job in the highest sense 
requires not only that he 
follow the expressed policy of 
his party but that he help to 
mould and lead It, hopefully 
in the widest national inter¬ 
est. He or she, after serving 
an apprenticeship in com¬ 
munity affairs in a voluntary 
capacity, may then be judged 
as suitable or otherwise for 
public office. 

It used to be that the 
emoluments of such office 
were considered sufficient 
only to cover expenses, the 
major i»rt of the recompense

being in the glory and respect 
accorded to elected office. 

Tliis meant, of course, that 
usually only people of fairly 
independent means could run. 
Either they had acquired 
sufficient financial security 
over the years to enable them 
to devote spare time to 
service of the community in 
politics; or they had private 
means on which to support 
themselves during office; or 
they were prepared to pare 
their living expenses, in which 
case they were making a 
worthy personal sacrifice in 
order to promote principles 
they believed worth fighting 
for. 

★ A ★ 

•It was not a bad qualifica¬ 
tion, although it necessarily 
excluded some, among them 
adventurers with everything 
to gain and nothing to lose. In 
any case, only people who 
could afford to act with 
Independent Judgment were 
likely to be attracted to 
politics. 

To take a strong stand on 
matter of principle a first 
requirement is independence, 
financial as well as spiritual. 

But the present trend of 
national politics is away from 
clear-cut principle toward 
petty expedients dished up as 
arbitrary rules-of-thumb. We 
are being gradually bought off 
and enslaved in a strangle¬ 
hold of red tape covering all 
the minor details of our 
existence. Every day we are 
>further emasculated In the 
exercise of our own good 
sense in our private affairs, 
always in the name of "a just 
society.” 

What of a free society? One 


in which we may stand on our 
own two feet; where central¬ 
ized power is limited to 
preventing the worst abuses, 
where the despotic power of 
g o vernment regulation no 
longer cripples initiative or 
dampen! enterprise; where 
we may be considered equal 
to the task of managing our 
own lives with sufficient good 
sense? 

"For this continuous heap¬ 
ing up of laws, without 
digesting them, maketh but a 
chaos and a confusion and 
tumeth the laws many times 
to become but snares for the 
people.” Francis Baoon, do 
you turn in your grave? 
Three hundred and fifty years 
after your death we still fight 
the conditions of complaint in 
your day. 

Every four or five years w# 
are expected to emerge from 
under this great central 
authority which now rules our 
lives and find sufficient dis¬ 
crimination and spirit within 
ourselves to choose the repre¬ 
sentatives who wUl wield the 
power. Mr. Trudeau will leave 
us that privilege: to chooee 
292 members, good and true. 

Unfortunately, the fruits of 
election will no longer be the 
honor and-the glory. TJiey are 
to be found in $26,OtX) a year, 
and with them will be the 
constant temptation to sell 
out in serfdom to the party 
whips. 

For the party whips can 
break every member who 
breaks with the party caucus, 
and the caucus Is concerned 
not with the good of the 
country but with the gaining 
and holding of power. A 
quarrel with caucus can now 
end not only a political life 
but also a very good income.

Opposition Shrill in Britain and France 

Market Fears.Grow

On the eve of Prime Minister Heath’s possibly decisive 
meeting with French President Pompidou in Paris, 
controversy over the crucial issue of British membership In 
the Eurojiean Common Market is reaching a new climax on 
liolh sides of the English Channel. 

In Britain, much of die current argument concerns the 
fate of New Zealand in the event British erttry becomes a 
reality. 

★ * * 

Pompidou sounded tough on the New Zealand questkin in 
television remarks to the British people, terming the ties 
between Britain and its remote former possession a 
basically sentimental connection that would have to be broken 
to make way for London s market membership. The reaction 
to this in some British quarters was bitter enough to cancel 
out whatever public-relations gains Pompidou made in other 
parts of his broadcast. 

But feelings in France are running high. too. Gaullist 
sentiment there has traditionally opposed British entry on 
grounds that it would in fact mean giving the Americans a 
solid foothold in the Common Market. 

This is the "Trojan horse" theory, based on the 
assumption that commercially the United States begins in 
London. Since the death last year of ex-president He Gaulle, 
Paris sources have been careful to contend that this theory is 
a minority view in France's governing party and that 


Pompidou is all for British entry as one way of offsetting the 
growing power of West Germany in the Common Market. 

Yet fears of membership of Britain still are widespread' 
in France, es|>ecially among the country’s politically power¬ 
ful farmers. This may account for Pompidou’s rigidity on 
the question of New’ Zealand butter and lamb. 

And nervousness in Paris extends even into the realm of 
language, since there is apprehension that British entry 
might undermine the prominence enjoyed by French as a key 
medium for commercial dealings among European nations. 

Meanwhile, at Westminster, British negotiator Geoffrey 
Rippon has been accused by angry critics of "selling out" the 
Commonwealth sugar producers at the entry talks in 
Brussels. Morever, MP Enoch Powell and other opponents of 
British membership are on the war path, arguing that voter 
support for the projected entry falls far short of what Heath 
would need to justify joining the community. 

★ ★ * 

Thus, to outflank tbeir antagonists at home, the leaders 
of France and Britain will he sorely tempted to adopt a tough¬ 
sounding stand towards one another when the time forties to 
try settling the market issue as far as their two countries are 
concerned. 

But excessive hardness may generate a renewal of old 
divisions separating the channel neighbors. As The Guardian 
newspaper put it: "If either side tries to drive too hard a 
bargain, there will be no bargain." 






Incomes Policy W ouldn't Work Here 

Economist Warns Canada 


Controls over Incomes and 
prices would not work in 
Canada, according to one of 
the English-speaking world’s 
most influential economists. 
Toronto-born Harry Johnson 
said in an interview that 
Canada would he the worst 
country in the western world 
in which to experiment with a 
so-called incomes policy. 

"Canada has everything 
against an incomes policy." 
said Dr. Johnson, who divides 
his time between the London 
School of Economics and the 
University of Chicago. 
• Another world-famous Cana¬ 
dian-born economist, John 
Kenneth Galbraith of Harvard 
University, recently urged 
Canada to control incomes 
and prices in order to check 
inflation.) 

"We don’t have a central- 


I z e d n n ion organization. 
Sweden and Holland are the 
only countries that do. Cana¬ 
dian business is not highly 
centralized or monopolistic," 
he said. 

Incomes policies — that is, 
controls are always advo¬ 
cated by central bankers, 
once their economic policies 
have led to inflation. Dr. 
Johnson charged. If the 
government want to stop 
inflation, he said, "that's its 
problem." It should not de¬ 
mand self-restraint of |>eopie 
who are acting on their own 
economic interest. 

★ * * 

Dr. Johnson has long been 
critical of international 
bureaucrats as well as those 
in national governments. He 
charges both with an exces¬ 
sive reverence for official 


exchange rates on currencies, 
simply because they are 
official. 

"If you want to protect 
yourself from the inflation 
that's coming from the United 
States, you have to have a 
floating rate,” he contended. 
But. he conceded, many coun¬ 
tries are better off when their 
currency is pegged to a major 
currency such as the 

French franc, in the case of 
France’s former colonies. 

He predicted the old global 
system of fixed exchange 
rates much favored by 
|K>wer-seeking bureaucrats at 
tlie International Monetary 
Fund will be replaced by a 
modified system in which 
many countries would con¬ 
tinue tn peg iheir currencies 
in relation to the U S dollar, 
hut with floating-rate coun¬ 


tries such as West Germany 
and Canada remaining in¬ 
dependent and aloof on the 
periphery. 

★ ★ * 

Dr. Johnson described the 
IMF system — which re¬ 
quires member-countries to 
proclaim an official exchange 
rate in terms of the U.S. 
dollar, and then to maintain 
that rate through buying and 
selling currency — as an 
anachronism based on the 
thinking of the 1930s. 

It fails to take into account 
the s|»eculative pressures that 
arise when a country’s cur¬ 
rency becomes obviously 
under-valued or over-valued. 
Only a more flexible inter¬ 
national system such as 
now is emerging — can 
prevent a disaster. Dr. John¬ 
son predicted.

Home Best for TB Patients

Patients with active tuber¬ 
culous are better off at home 
than in a hospital or sani- 
torium, a New York specialist 
said here this week. 

For the vast majority of TB 
patients who are not in an 
acute stage, home care, made 
|H»ssible by modem medi¬ 
cines, is better than sanitor- 
ium care, according to Dr. 
Graoa Eddison, assistant pro¬ 
fessor of medicine at Albert 
Einstein College of Medicine. 

It is a lot cheaper for 
patients to stay at home, it Is 
not any more dangerous to 
well people and it avoids the 
emotional traumas of being 
treated like an outcast, she 
said. 

* * ★ 

Dr. Eddison said in an 
Interview that she had studied 
and compared two groups of 
men and women, all of whom 
were active tuberculosis 


cases. Ninety were treated at 
home and 94 in a hospital or 
sahitorium. 

The initial hospital stay of 
the first group ranged from 
seven to 135 days. The second 
group’s hospital stays ranged 
between 39 and 380 days. 

★ * ★ 

"The course of the disease 
was no different, even though 
the cost of hospital treatment 
was vastly more than the cost 
of home care/*. Dr. Eddison 
said. 

"The X-rays cleared at tl»e 
same stage and their sputum 
was free from tuberculosis 
bacteria at the same stage." 
That proved to Investigators 
that there are no advantages 
in the traditional way of 
treatment. 

Dr. Eddison found 21 per 
sent of home care patients 
were back at work within 
three months of diagnosis and 
74 per cent were back on the 
job within a year. 

The contrast with the has- 


p i t a 1 i z e d patients was 
marked. She said none was 
back at work in three months 
and only 54 per cent were 
working at the end of a year: 

"More'than a third of them 
lost all motivation and never 
went back to work at all." 
Dr. Eddison said of the 
hospitalized TB patients. 


"You have tn keep in mind 
that the treatment or pro- 
gress of the disease is no 
better and no worse at laane 
or in a hospital," she said. 

"But patient's lives and 
homes are not disrupted, their 
families aren’t shattered and 
they are much more likely to 
stay a participating member 
of society if treated at home. 

"TB is by tradition a 
dreadful disease but under 
modem treatment it is no 
longer dreadful and people 
who suffer frpm It no longer 
need be ostracized," Dr. 
Eddison said*. 
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operating out of Murmansk 
and in the Baltic. 

"Why, Murmansk alone is 
now the biggest naval base in 
the world, with 180 Russian 
submarines stationed there 
and on the move constantly 
into the North Atlantic and 
along the Norwegian coast." 

This tremendous upsurge of 
Soviet naval power is now 
producing some serious 
argument and questioning 
among senior NATO com¬ 
manders and staff officers as 
to the correct strategic de¬ 
ployment to meet the altered 
strategic threat. 

In particular there is a 
growing argument that the 
U.S. Navy is far too "Medi¬ 
terranean conscious" and 
should have its carrier task 
forces in the open waters of 
the Atlantic instead of in the 
vulnerable confines of the 
Mediterranean. 

Could allied forces break 
through this naval ring in mid- 
Atlantic and come to Nor¬ 
way's support in a war 
situation? Does this Soviet 
naval encirclement Invalidate 
the credibility of Norwegian 
defences? 

These are some of the 
deeply worrying questions 
being studied and discussed at 
Norwegian and NATO head¬ 
quarters in the north. 

Nor are the Russians mask¬ 
ing or hiding their intentions, 
as the following quote from a 
speech earlier this year by 
Marshal Sacharov. Soviet 
deputy defence minister, 
makes clear: 

"The Russian effort to 
create a high-s pas fleet 
answers the needs of nuclar 
missile warfare. The main 
operations in a future war at 
sea will most probably not 
take place in areas close to 
• the coast, but on the high 
seas at great distances from 
the bases. 

"The new Soviet fleet must 
therefore be able to defeat 
the main enemy force there. 
The correctness of this con¬ 
cept was proved hv the naval 
exercise conducted by the 
Soviet fleet in the Atlantic ! 
Ocean in 1970 " 

This was the largest and 
most distant Russian naval 
exercise ever held, involving 
task forces from Murmansk, 
the Baltic and the Mediter¬ 
ranean. They converged, 
manoeuvred, resupplied and 
deployed for an imaginary 
battle with the U.S. Navy in 
mid-Atlantic. 

As a reminder to the 
Norwegians, a mock landing 
exercise was also staged at 
ihe same time by the Rus¬ 
sians near Norway’s North 
- Cape. 

In stark term*, this means 
that the Russians now have 
the capability of doing at sea 
against Norway and NATO 
what they did on land to 
Czechoslovakia — using 
manoeuvres as a pretext and 
cover to place their vast fleet 
in battle positions, complete 
with amphibious landing 
forces for an assault on 
Norway, before war starts. 

The prospect, then, would 
be for a major strategic 
battle in mid-Atlantic between 
the U.S. Navy and the Soviet 
fleet — a battle which would 
be fought with nuclear 
weapons, somewhere between 
Iceland and Great Britain 
where the convoys of the 
Second World War dodged 
Nazi wolf-pack submarines. 

The NATO focus for the 
last 20 years on the land 
defence problems of the cen¬ 
tral front and the air-naval 
defence strategy of the Medi¬ 
terranean and the southern 
flank has rested on the 
assumption that there was no 
problem of strategic naval 
control of the Atlantic. This is 
no longer true. 

That is why there is an 
increasing call for a genuinely 
fresh and searching re¬ 
examination of NATO's naval 
deployment and naval needs. 

That is why there are 
officers who are saying now 
that the American aircraft 
carriers in the Mediterranean 
are sitting-ducks which ought 
to he stationed in eastern 
Atlantic waters where they 
would be far more difficult 
for the Russians to track, and 
could provide powerful re¬ 
action against the Soviet fleet 
deploying out of the north. 

These, of course, are issues 
of grand strategy which Nor¬ 
way cannot decide and ran 
only hope to influence.

Of the $6,521,000 consoli¬ 
dated Rothmans earnings 
in the nine-month period, 
$5,766,000 was used to pay the 
dividend on the preferred 
stock issued to pay for the 
acquisition of the Canadian 
Breweries shares in 1969. 

To make it more galling for 
the old shareholders, of Roth¬ 
mans when it was a tobacco 
company, the latest report 
shows that sales from this 
side of the business have 
risen by 10.8 per cent this 
year. 

Profits from the brewery 
operation on the other hand 
have dropped and it is 
doubtful if this year the 
company will earn its 40 cent 
dividend on the common 
stock. 

The Rothmans experience 
should be a lesson to all 
investors and company pro¬ 
moters. 

The moral, maybe, is that 
the smaller company in a 
merger should never attempt 
to take over the larger. 

There Is little doubt in the 
long run Rothmans with its 
su|>erior marketing techniques 
will pull Canadian Breweries 
out of the rut, but it will be a 
Jong haul for the tobacco 
company before it gets its 
money back. 

There is scant consolation 
for the original Rothman 
shareholders, who are entitled 
to feel they have a legitimate 
grievance, plus loss of income 


as a result of the company's 
aggrandisement policy.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The

of extra beef into the United 
States in violation of agree¬ 
ments to restrict direct ex- 
pors to the U.S. market. 

Administration officials 
ordered a mid-year halt to the 
flow, but unregulated Canada 
then was reported to be 
shipping more of its own 
meat into the U.S. market 
while receiving like amounts 
from Australia and New 
Zealand for its own consump¬ 
tion. 

The Canadian situation was 
highlighted Monday by a 
report showing that quota type 
meat Imported during the 
first quarter of 1971 totalled 
236.4 million pounds, a 30-per¬ 
cent drop from January- 
Mareh last year.

"It's a sordid life, isn't it?” 
Judge William Ostler asked a 
William Head inmate Tuesday 
In Victoria Provincial 
Court. referring to the 
inmate's crime career, and 
got the reply: "That's for 
sure, sir.” 

"It isn’t any life at all.” the 
judge added while speaking to 
Kenneth George Thompson, 
29. Thompson answered: "No, 
sir." 

Thompson, who has a 
record dating hack to 19f»l 
and was sentenced last 
November to a total of three 
years for various offences, 
pleaded guilty to a 14-count 
Victoria charge of uttering. 

A Victoria policeman said 
the charge involved 14 stolen 
travellers' cheques cashed 
last Oct. 13 and 1G for a total 
of XI .240. He added Thompson 
said the cheques were bought 
for X50 from "a man named 
Paul." 

Thompson asked for a con¬ 
current sentence, saying he 
had met counsellors and a 
psychiatrist while in prison to 
"understand myself . . . find 
whether I’m insane or not" 
and the discussions had been 
"accomplishing quite a lot.” 

Ostler said he felt "the 
paramount principle of sen-, 
tencing is the protection of 
the public" but added he was 
impressed b y Thompson's 
effort. He sentenced Thomp- 
son to a total of two years, 
effective Tuesday, noting 
statutory remissions will 
mean he serves no extra 
time. 

"This Is a compassionate 
sentence, done in a desire to 
encourage you," he told 
Thompson. "If you don't turn 
your back on crime, you can't 
expect leniency in the 
future."

Deris (Eert) Stastny and her new partner, John Boby, have 
produced a larger-scale % inch-to-the-mile map of the Gold 
River area, which gives far more information than the North 
Island map, which gives less detail and takes in a much bigger 
area than the new map. 

The new map is really a pilot project. If it goes over it will 
be the first of a series of North Island maps based on a town, 
or a good hunting and fishing area. Idea would be to collect 
them in Atlas form. 

The new pocket-size map takes in from the reload platform, 
five miles south of Vernon on the north, to Gold River and the 
western end of Muchalat Inlet on the south. 

It also gives the timetable of the MV Uchuck which 
provides a Nnntka Sound cruise which is popular with summer 
visitors. 

It shows roads and trails up the Heber River; the ERT 
road to Donner Lake, which passes by Kunlin Lake (reported 
full of trout) but you have to walk a short distance to Donner 
Lake, which is a big lake just inside the Strathcona Park 
borders. 

The new road, now under construction, to Tahsis Is shown, 
hut reports we have is that the further you travel it, especially 
where they are putting in the new power line, the road is in 
^hooking condition, as yet. 

But, most of the road to Upana Lake is logging road in fair 
condition, and lakes In this area are virtually unfinished lakes 
that should be pretty productive for lots of small fish for for 
the next few years. A side road leads to swimming and 
picnicking at Antler Lake, which ip close to Gold River. Even 
closer is Scout Lake which gives up good fishing or small 
trout. 

Another Tahsis Co. logging road goes to Star Lake and 
opens up the Ucona River area. 

Back of the new map features a road map of Gold River 
townsite where the village has provided 20 rough campsites 
where the Heber joins the Gold.

If it is nice rolling bottom 
land with a creek running 
through it; and if you have a 
few tons of fertilizer, plus a 
lot of enthusiasm by those 
doing the job, you have all 
the ingredients. 

Anyway that's the way it is 
out at Honeymoon Bay on 
Lake Cowichan. Last October 
the land that is now the 
March Meadows golf course 
was farmland populated by a 
herd of cattle owned by 
Charlie March. Its 150 acres 
of land were sold to Honey¬ 
moon Bay Enterprises, who in 
turn got to work to turn K 
Into a golf course. 

They got a good man to aid 
them in Norm Boden. a fully 
qualified golf professional and 
green superintendent, and 
despite the fact that for three 
of the seven months since last 
October the land was covered 
in snow, March Meadows has 
been turned into a most 
pleasing nine-hole course. 

With fine undulating grass- 
Urd and Sutton Creek run¬ 
ning through the property. 
Boden did not find ft too 
difficult to make an interest¬ 
ing layout. When various new 
greens are completed the 
course will have a yardage of 
2835 which includes « couple 
of not-tno-kmg par fives, and 
three par threes giving a nine 
hole par of 35. 

Although there are still 
some weeds to he eliminated 
on the fairways, and the 
greens are due for top 
dressing and some overfeed¬ 
ing. the course is already 
highly playable, and in most 
cases there Is no need to 
improve the lie. 

I went up Saturday to 
Honeymoon Bay to take part 
In the club’s opening cere¬ 
monies and played nine holes 
with Norm Boden. Joe Pryke 
and Ced Holland. 

Norm explained that less 
than half a dozen of the 
stately trees that surround 
the course had been removed 
and he showed how use had 
been made of the natural 
features to make hunkers 
almost non-essential. 

I was Impressed with the 
design for the last hole, wtrich 
is not yet completed. It Is a 
dogleg to the left of about 430 
yards, and one has to hit a 
very long drive to get a 
chance of an open shot to the 
green which lies on the other 
side of Sutton Creek, and is 
so tightly guarded with trees 
that it is a true par five — 
despite its moderate length — 
for all but the strong hitters. 

Tile creek is also to he

crossed at tiie second hole, 
but here the carry is not a 
great problem, but there’s a 
narrow avenue over the water 
to the fairway through the 
trees from the tee, and this 
too is a good dogleg par four. 

Spring has come late to the 
Cowichan Lake area, and I 
would say that within a 
couple of months March 
Meadows will he in excellent 
playing order. 

The club has already about 
100 members, and it has a 
new well-designed clubhouse 
looking out on the short first 
hole, the creek and the 9th 
green. It is a delightful place 
for a day’s holiday golf, and 
the green fees at $2 a day 
look like a wonderful bargain 
in these days of expensive 
golf. 

The new road between 
Duncan and Lake Cowichan 
makes the drive from Vic¬ 
toria a pleasant one of about 
an hour and a half. Nearby is 
a sandy beach for fishing and 
water skiing on the lake 
which is also owned by the 
golf club proprietors. These 
comprise tin* Vance brothers 
Alan and Bud Jim 
Peterson and Norm Boden. 

Cutting the ribbon at the 
opening ceremony using a 
pair of garden shears for the 
job -- was Charlie March. 

Charlie told me his father 
had come out to Honeymoon 
Bay from Rochdale in Lan¬ 
cashire — the home town of 
Gracie Fields — and his dad 
and he had worked the land 
ever since. 

The Herefords provided the 
natural turf incentive and the 
Marches homesteaded the 
land, cutting out the timber 
laboriously and hand picking 
the stones off the meadows. 

T am delighted the land is 
to he preserved as an ofien 
spare.” said Charlie. “There's 


no better use to which It 
could be put so far as I’m 
concerned.” 

□

Hard Luck Dogs Indians

Some funny things hap¬ 
pened on the way to Victoria. 

But it will only be funny in 
retrospect. 

Actually the story of the 
educational trip for 21 Slave 
Indians from Hdy Lakes 
•Indian Reserve in North¬ 
western Alberta is an almost 
unbelievable one of near 
disaster. 

Trouble dogged the route of 
the busload of teenagers from 
tlie time they left Chateh, 
Alberta. April 29, until they 
were stranded in Victoria 
Tuesday night with all their 
camping gear neatly set up in 
Vancouver. 

Varied Help 

It's a story of kindness too 
ol the Indian school that 
loaned a bus, of the army 
personnel who drove the 
youngsters around In army 
trucks, and of the Victoria 
Jaycees and Cool Aid staff 
who Tuesday night gave the 
youngsters royal treatment 
and u good flight’s sleep. 

One of the group leaders is 
22-year-old Gwen Locher, who 
feels that both leaders and 
students have received their 
fill of education on the trip 
which is now at the halfway 
point 

1'ents Burn 

There were five adults. 21 
boy* and girls between 13 and 
17 years of age and a four- 
year-old boy on the bus when 
it left Assumption Day school 
April 29. 

The start of the trip 
climaxed week* of work 
which started when the Alber¬ 
ta government gave the group 
$1,100 for trips, and the 
students themselves - raised 
another $1,000. Other money 
was donated by community 
groups and businesses in the 
northern community. 

First day out gave the 
party a foretaste of what lay 
ahead. 

Three tents caught fire in 
the baggage compartment in 
the bus. and they borrowed 
more tents from friends in 
Edmonton to use for the 
month. 

Leader III 

Tlien the bus broke down, 
and they borrowed another 
one for a while. 

When they got to tlie 
Lethbridge area they had to 
send the borrowed bus back, 
but their own hadn’t caught 
up with them, so in the best 
tradition they were rescued 
by the army. 

“They drove us around 
Lethbridge in army trucks 
until our bus arrived.” said 
Miss Locher. 


Tliey left one of their 
leaders i n Lethbridge 
Rosalee Bohdona was suffer¬ 
ing from pneumonia and had 
lo stay in hospital. 

Apart from more bus prob¬ 
lems, which ate up ail 
emergency funds, things were 
quite pleasant until tlie night 
they camped near Hope. 

At 4:30 one morning one of 
the tents caught tire, and the 
siudents sleeping there 
tumbled out to watch seven 
sleeping bags, clothes, shoes 
and lielongings go up in tlie 
flames. 

“We bust haven’t been able 
to replace any of that clofh- 
ing," said Miss Lecher. 


They moved on down to 
Vancouver, setting up camp 
in Surrey, on King George 
Highway and 82nd. 

“The children had never 
seen the ocean, so we decided 
to give them a ferry trip.” 
she said. 

Tuesday morning they 
crossed from Horseshoe Bay 
to \anaimo. 

It was a thrilling trip for 
the teenagers. They were 
taken all over the ship by the 
captain, and were wishing the 
trip would last longer. 

However, on their way 
down from Nanaimo, they 
realized that tlie brakes on 
the bus weren’t working well. 


and in Victoria they stopped 
lor repairs. 

“We went to tlie Jaycee 
Fair and the girls had a great 
time on tlie rides. 

“The boys went to tlie 
gambling Iwoths—^they didn’t 
seem to realize we’re on a 
losing streak,” said Miss 
Locher. "They lost too.” 

Then the group realized 
that their bus would be ready 
too late to get the last ferry 
back to Vancouver, and that 
all their gear was there. 

“We had no money for 
accommodation, so we took 
our problem to tlie Jaycees,” 
she said. 

The students were settled in 


to watch Tiny Jim — another 
high point on tlie tour for 
them — while tlie Jaycees did 
some tall thinking. 

After phoning several 
churches, and getting no 
reply, they tried Cool Aid. 

"Just bring them over,” 
was the answer. 

And'there at the Cool Aid 
House on Balmoral they spent 
the night, each with a special 
Tiny Tim autograph. 

They leave Victoria by the 
11 a.m. ferry this morning, 
heading for Kamloops, Jasper 
and Banff, and home on June 
1 — hopefully with all mis¬ 
adventures behind them.

turn them loose on the 
general hospitals. A similar 
decision is expected tonight in 
Vancouver.

But it isn’t tlie date, really, 
that matters to these old 
people. What matters is the 
threat to what little peace 
and happiness they feel may 
still lie ahead for them. 

Very Real 

It is a very real threat, 
they say. They aren’t taking 
it lightly. 

Over at Postles Manor, for 
instance, at 974-76 Heywood. 
Charles Street is saying that 
if they decide to evict him 
they might as .well take him 
out and shoot him. 

Charles is 83 and when, he 
came under the care of 
Kathrine- Postles and her 
husband 11 years ago he was 
blind and burdened with 
asthma and stomach sickness. 

He had been in and out of 
12 rest homes the year 
before. None of them suited 
him. Some left him with bad 
memories. 

But then came Postles and 
Mrs. Postles found the proper 
diet for him, he says, and the 
stomach pro blem dis¬ 
appeared. Pretty soon the 
asthma cleared. 

Smells Flowers 

He is still blind — has tieen 
for 21 years. But today he 
gels around the neighborhood 
and talks to the people and 
smells all the flowers outside 
the rest home and across the 
street in Beacon Hill Park. 

"Mrs. Postles brought me 
back from tlie dead.” he says. 
And he seems to mean it. 

"1 don’t want to be put out 
of here. But if they do put me 
out I’ll be at the end of my 
trail quick, my friend.” 

He says, as he sits there 
leaning forward on hi* white 
cane, that lie doesn’t really 
think he lias that much time 
left to live. 

Not Bothered 

But he wants to live it here. 
Right here where the food is 
good and where a man can lie 
down for an hour every 
altemoon and listen to his 
radio without being bothered. 

Charles Street is one of five 
welfare cases among the 29 
residents of Postles. So is 
James Miller, an 88-ye,ar-old 
homesteader from Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan' who has 
been in the home for three 
years. 

Like most of the other*, he 
lines up with the rest home 
operators against Rehabilita¬ 
te Minister Phil Gaglardi. He 
says the money being paid 
tlie homes for the welfare 
people Is not enough. But then 
— because of his position — 
he could only be expected to 
side with the operators. 

“I’ve been just fee since I 
came here," James Miller 
says. "Tlie first two years I 
paid my way — then my 
money ran out 

In Squeeze 

1 like it where I am. I go 
out lor walks and often I go 
over to the park and watch 
the hall games. I wouldn’t 
like that to all end. 

There are pawns, too, at 
Sandringham Private Hospi¬ 
tal, 1650 Fort. But here they 
are caught in the squeeze 
between management and 
union because of a strike that 
is nearly eight months old. 

Some of the elderly patients 
are reported to be very 
worried about the outcome.

Good Word 

But back at Medina Rest 
Horae, where Jimmy Storey 
is trying very hard to recall 
some of his wrestling exploits 
as Paddy Kelly, the problem 
is greatly removed from that 
at Sandringham. 

The old people are busy 
putting in a good word for 
Phyllis Mair. 

Phyllis has expressive eyes 
and she smiles a lot. But she 
also worries.

Mair, a Victoria detective 
“everybody loved” and she 
has operated the Medina 
place for three years. 

Because she only has 10 
residents and half of them 
are welfare cases, she is 
afraid the confrontation be¬ 
tween tlie government and 
rest homes could put her out 
of business. 

'Welfare Too 9 

”1 have about $35,000 to 
$40,000 tied up here and I am 
afraid that when this is all 
over I’m going to be on 
weliare myself.’’ Phyllis says. 

"I'll tell you this — the 
whole thing terrifies me ” 


The people in the home 
don’t like to see Phyllis 
terrified. They say she has 
been good to them. 

"I take them out tor a ride 
and a cup of coffee once a 
week,” she Bays. “And once a 
year I take them right off 
this island. Last year I took 
them to Washington state. It 
cost me $130. But it was 
worth it. You don’t know what 
it means to them. They just 
live for this kind of thing.” 

Life Made Good 

Aubrey Proctor sits in the 
living room across from 
Jimmy Storey and he nods 
when he is asked if Phyllis 
Mair has made life good for 
him. 

Aubrey is a polite, soft- 
spoken man of 66 who once 
worked as a radio announcer 
in Toronto. He is dressed ever 
so neatly and he moves about 
slowly with the help of a 
cane. 

He is not a man given to 
harsh talk or shocking state¬ 
ments, so what he has to say 
takes you a little by surprise. 
And you wonder how many 
old people in the same 
position might say the same 
thing. 

"No,” he says slowly, “I 
would have no place to go tf 
they put me out of here no 
place at all. T have no living 
relatives or anything like 
that. 

“What would become of me 
if 1 had to go, you ask?

A group of Victoria residents, backed up by the 
Chamber of Commerce, gave city hall a first takte 
Tuesday of what they consider participatory plan¬ 
ning. 


They came to a meeting of 
council’s community develop¬ 
ment committee. 25 strong, 
advocating preservation of 
Victoria’s Old Town. 

They offered to work with 
the city’s planning depart¬ 
ment in designing a concept 
that would incorporate Vic¬ 
toria's "historical unique- 
ness" as well as much-needed 
new development. 

They called for legislation 
which would control altera¬ 
tions, demolitions and de¬ 
velopment in tlie city’s Old 
Town, an area roughly 
bounded by Government and 
the waterfront, between the 
Causeway and Fisgard. 

They urged adoption of 
their 01 d Town scheme, 
stating that private e n terpr i se 


for planning without regard to 
the "small-scale, old-world 
IKTSonality” of the area and 
said it proved to be a mistake. 

Mayor Courtney Haddock 
and a number of aldewnen 
objected to these statements. 
Haddock said they amounted 
to "a condemnation” of the 
city’s policy. 

Instead of discussing pros 
and cons of adopting the Old 
Town concept, the council 
committee congratulated the 
group and said die city was 
very grateful for its interest 
in Victoria’s future develop¬ 
ment

Chamber Joins Ranks 


Last week, the Victoria 
Chamber of Commerce en¬ 
dorsed the scheme and Tues¬ 
day, the ranks of tlie Old 
Town Advisory Committee 
were swelled by chamber 
officials. 

Bob Ellis, manager of the 
Victoria Credit Bureau, 
speaking on behalf of the 
advisory committee, told 
aldermen that' recent develop¬ 
ments on the Old Town area 
have shown a certain indif¬ 
ference by the city to the 
demolition of old building* 
with the excuse that they 
were unsound and unusable, 
which was substantially un¬ 
true, he said. 

Philip Holmes, president of 
the chamber, said he wanted 
to make it clear the Old Town 
Advisory Committee was in 
no way opposed to new 
development. 

"We are not opposed to 
either the (proposed) Reid 
Centre or the Nordal develop¬ 
ment,” he said. 

"But private enterprise can 


achieve in other areas what 
has been achieved by the city 
with the creation of Bastion 
Square and Centennial 
Square.” Holmes said. 

To achieve that, city council 
must say out loud that it 
supports such an Old Town 
. concept, he said. 

“What, for instance, would 
you do with the Dowell 
Building?” the mayor asked 
His questiqn was answered 
by Sam Bawlf, a Victoria real 
estate developer. , 

"We’d preserve It,” he said. 
The Dowell Building is on 
Wharf Street, below Bastion 
Square. It is presently owned 
by the city, and Haddock told 
toe Colonist Tuesday night the 
city had just leased the 
bui'ding to Environment 100. 

When Aid. Harold Olafson 
asked what he would preserve 
It for. Bawlf replied "for 
residential purposes. We (hi* 
company tried to buy It 
from the city a few years

The strong 
react naturally.

Yet western culture has 
taught countless generations 
of boys not to become "cry¬ 
babies.*' 

Our language is sprinkled 
with expressions bearing out 
the sotial stigma attached to 
the weeping male. 

Women are allowed to honk 
daintily into hankies in sad 
movie scenes, but no matter 
what their distress, men are 
urged to "keep a grip" on 
themselves, not to "break 
down" or “lose control." 


The male, of course, is as 
emotional as the female. 
Under great emotional stress 
he often yields to the cathar¬ 
sis of tears. 

Death is frequently the 
cause. Jesus wept at the 
death of Lazarus. 

Heroism moved Sir Winston 
Churchill to tears when he 
learned that every plane of 
Torpedo Squadron 8 had gone 
down stopping the Japanese 
carrier advance across the 


Pacific in the battle of 
Midway. 

Emperor Hirohito, Imperial 
Majesty, son of Heaven, wept 
while urging his divided 
Japanese cabinet to "bear the 
unbearable” and accept Allied 
surrender terms, 
ters arc not immune to tears. 
Prime Minister Trudeau wept 
at the funeral of a friend. 

Louis St. Laurent’s eyes 
brimmed over when the cam¬ 
paign trail took him to his 
birthplace. Compton, Quebec, 


and friends from a long-ago 
life turned out to greet him. 

Canada's hockey great, 
Gordie Howe, cried at a 
testimonial night in Detroit at 
which his parents suddenly 
appeared. 

So. go ahead. If you feel 
like having a good cry — do 
it. Psychiatrists approve. 

The danger of encouraging

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Fair Crowds Pose Problems

Going to the fair is usually 
a fun-filled activity for the 
whole family, but crowds of 
people spread over a large 
area in a fairgrounds can 
create problems, too. 

One of the most common, 
according to Jaycee Fair 
officials, is lost children who 
H^ve strayed away from their 
parents amidst the merry-go- 
round and ferns wheel and 
cotton candy. 

This year, however, the 
reuniting of lost children with 
their parents has been made 
easier by a closed circuit 
television outlet in the display 
of the T oronto-Dominion 
Bank. » 

Under the system the bank 
has worked out, persons who 
have lost their children — or 
those who have found lost 
tykes and turr\ed them into 
the Jaycee office — may 
leave a message at the bank 
booth in the Memorial Arena. 

The messages are then 
typed out. photographed, and 
placed on the closed-curcuit 
TV at the booth. The tele¬ 
vision screen can hold up to 
15 messages at once, and they 
are displayed continually. 

As well as messages about 
lost children, visitors to the 
fair may leave any other 
notices they wish individuals 
to see at the booth, and they 
will also be posted on the 
screen. 

Monday afternoon there 
were few lost cnildren posted 


on the board. At one time 
there was only one message 
up — from a boy who had 
been separated from his 
brother — and at another 
there were none at all. 

Then the bank personnel 
turned the camera on the 
groups of small boys around 
the booth and showed them 
themselves waving their bal¬ 
loons. 

As well as the closed circuit 
television system, lost chil¬ 


dren may be found by an 
intercom loudspeaker system 
which connects all parts of 
the fairgrounds. To get the 
description of a lost or found 
child broadcast on the loud¬ 
speaker. people may ask any 
of the Jaycees wearing red 
Jaycee jackets around the 
grounds. 

Few other problems had 
cropped up the first day of

Sex Discrimination Fight 
‘4 Long Way from Won' 


TORONTO (UPI) - Sylvia 
Gelber, director of the 
Women’s Bureau at the 
Canada Department of Labor, 
said Tuesday women must 
persevere if they wish to 
change "outdated social atti¬ 
tudes. " 

Speaking to the Direct 
Sellers Association, Miss 
Gelber said, "while com¬ 
petence alone might have 
given them (womeni tools for 
their choeen occupation, out¬ 
dated social attitudes may 
still impede their freedom to 
engage in it. 

"Perseverance is essential 
in order to continually with¬ 
stand outdated social atti¬ 
tudes and in order to bring 
about an enlightened view of 
woman’s place in the con¬ 
temporary world,” she said. 

"The battle for the elimina¬ 


tion of discrimination on the 
grounds of sex is still a long 
way from being won.” 

She cited examples in the 
labor force of women provid¬ 
ing some emptoyers with "a 
reservoir of cheap labor.” 
Such women would pose a 
threat to male workers, she 
said, and thus trade unions 
should support the equal pay 
for equal work principle. 

"The failure to ensure the 
principle of equal pay for 
equal work can have and has 
had adverse effects on society 
as a whole and particularly 
during periods of unemploy¬ 
ment." 

She suggested one of the 
reasons for the large dis¬ 
crepancy between male and 
female unemployment — in 
March 7.2 per cent of the men 
over 25 were unemployed 
while only 3 6 per cent of the

MVCljesnut 

After Care 


Our small rock garden put on an 
exceptionally brilliant display of color 
this spring, probably because of the 
ripening effect of last summer’s pro¬ 
longed periods of sunshine. While we 
can’t boast of the exquisite rarities one 
sees in the gardens of the confirmed 
alpine buffs, our humble aubrietia, 
saxifrage, alyssum, arabis, thyme and 
creeping phlox created a kaleidoscope 
of color which was a sheer delight to 
the eye. 

As I have been preaching these 
many years, the important time in the 
life of any permanent plant is AFTER 
the flowers are finished, and unfortun¬ 
ately, this is also the time when a 
fellow tends to lose interest in the 
plants. Rock garden plants are no 
exception tp this rule, and a few little 
treats given them after they finish 
blooming should go a long way to 
induce another brilliant performance 
next year. 

I have never found any tonic quite so 
effective for rock garden plants as a 
good top dressing. For most of my 
plants, I dump a bucketful of damp 
peat moss, a bucketful of coarse sand 


and tWo cups of 6-8*6 fertilizer on the 
concrete floor of my garage and mix 
them very thoroughly together with an 
old coal shovel. 

Then, with a pailful of this gritty 
mixture in hand, I make the rounds of 
my plants, dumping a good big handful 
into the centre of each clump and 
working a bit more around and under 
the outer edges. The startling benefits 
that accrue from this simple treatment 
must be seen to be believed, and it is 
well worth the time and effort spent on 
the Jcto even at a time of the year when 
dozens of chores are clamoring to be 
done. 

In addition to the mulching effect of 
the mixture, which conserves moisture 
and coolness around the roots, a lot of 
shoots push out new roots from the base 
of their stems into this peat - sand 
dressing. This is all to the good, of 
course, for the more roots you have, the 
greater the intake of food and drink, 
resulting in a healthier and more 
vigorous plant. 

Alpine plants growing in an elevated 
spot in the rock garden often suffer 
from exposure of their roots when soil 


washes away to a lower level during the 
winter rains. This dressing tucks them 
up again in a blanket of congenial 
rooting material. 

The cushion saxifrages have an 
annoying habit of dying out in the 
centre of the plant soon after they get 
Into their stride in the spring. This, I 
think, is probably due to the competi¬ 
tion of the more vigorous roots around 
the outer edge of the clump. This, 
together with crowding and congestion, 
results in malnutrition and a shortage 
of moisture for the centre roots. 

With plants of this habit, the peat- 
sand mixture should be worked well 
into the clump so that each individual 
shoot is earthed up rather like a potato 
plant, covering the base of the stem 
right up to a point just below the 
rosette of leaves. Here again, this 
congenial rooting medium stimulates 
the production of new root hairs. 

Before applying the top dressing, 
hand-weed the whole rock garden first. 
Then stir and loosen the soil around each 
plant with the hand fork or rock garden 
trowel, and work the peat-sand mixture 
into position with the tips of the fingers.

With 
the other half, he created 
Meringue a la Peoria and 
other exciting recipes. 

"Now," said Grommet, 
rubbing his hands, "if you can 
work in some fear. Look at 
Unsafe at Any Speed, or 
Future Shock.

No matter how smart you 
are, there is always at least 
one thing you are not clever 
enough to do. For instance, 
either you can tie a knot that 
you cannot untie, or you 
cannot. 

The sentence above is a 
pure exercise in modal logic. 
If you can tie a knot that you 
cannot untie, then the untying 
is the thing you cannot do. If 
you cannot tie a knot that you 
can’t untie, then the tying is 
the thing you cannot do. In 
either case, there is always 
one thing you cannot dq. 

But there is somebody else 
who can. Somebody who can 
either untie your knot or tie 
one that you cannot untie. No 
matter how smart you may 
be, there is always something 
of this sort that somebody 
else can do better than you. 

This is much of what Mark 
Twain meant when he said: 
"There is somebody who Is 
smarter than anybody, and 
that is everybody.” Without 
knowing the term, he was 
expressing a basic principle 
in modal logic. 

Yet, many institutions and 
organizations, at the top, do 
not recognize this principle in 
their operations. They may 
pay lip-service to “coopera¬ 
tion” or “team-work,” but the 
authorities too often imagine 
that they alone are able to 
untie every knot that they tie. 

No man, no matter how 
smart or skillful, can stand in 
one place and see the Eiffel 


Tower in the round. Some¬ 
times one man. working 
alone, can solve a problem. 
Sometimes it takes two, work¬ 
ing from opposite ends. 

Often, It calls for the 
multiple vision of a group, 
whose collective intelligence 
is greater than the sum of its 
parts. 

Every permanently success¬ 
ful institution or organization 
needs to maintain a delicate 
and sophisticated equilibrium 
between the individual and 
the collectivety, between the 
genius and the group. 

The genius may be able to 
tie the greatest knot in the 
world, but it takes the group 
to untie it. Or the other way 
around. There is always 
something each of them can 
not do that the other can. 

And, of course, this is the 
most forceful argument in the 
world for the practice of 
democracy, from a logical 
and not just a sentimental or 
moral standpoint. The leader, 
no matter how brilliant or 
decent or well-meaning, is 
never clever enough to both 
tie and untie the knots. 

Sooner or later, if his 
authority is not balanced by 
the group, he must fall either 
in the tying or the untying, 
and the whole society will 
come apart in his hands. 
There is no more realistic 
repudiation of dictatorship 
thai? this simple exercise in 
modal logic.

WASHINGTON (AP) — President Nixon sign¬ 
ed an emergency law Tuesday night ordering an end 
to a two-day railroad strike that stuwded trainloads 
of commuters and cargo and was beginning to cripple 
much of the United States’ industry. 


“It would be tiie height of 
folly to conclude the govern¬ 
ment plans any major 
changes in its economic 
policies just because of the 
unexpected sharp rise in 
unemployment last mbnth," 
Benson told the House of 
Commons. 

April unemployment figures, 
released last Thursday . 
showed a seasonally adjusted 
jobless rate of 6.7 per cent, 
up sharply from the adjusted 
March rate of 6.0 per cent. 
The actual unemployment 
rate, which usually drujw 
sharply from March to April, 
remained at 7.8 per cent of 
the 8.3 million labor force 

Benson noted there were 
considerable "time lags" be¬ 
tween enactment of govern¬ 
ment budget policy and its 
effect on the economy. He 
said the economy was still 
reacting to the expansionary 
policies adopted by the 
government more than a year 
ago.

"It must be said that much 
of the agitation for severe 
restriction of the use of DDT, 
even for its abolition, is based 
on uninformed fear,” accord¬ 
ing to the new FAO statement. 

Until more is known. FAO 
and WHO are standing by a 
policy, first spelled out in 
1969, approving DDT’s con¬ 
tinued use but urging that it 
be kept to the absolute 
minimum. 

Safety and effectiveness 


were the themes of a pesti¬ 
cide conference for Latin 
American nations given this 
month by FAO in Sao Paolo, 
Brazil. An<J 11 of tiie world’s 
principal manufacturers of 
pesticides sent representa¬ 
tives to deal specifically with 
programs designed to avoid 
adverse side effects. 

But the keynote -address for 
the conference emphasized 
that there is no alternative 


yet to familiar if controver¬ 
sial control programs.

DUNCAN — Another three 
months and there will be no 
more ambulance service for 
the area between the Cho- 
mainus River and the Mala- 
hat. 

There is only one alterna¬ 
tive to keep the vitally 
important service going 
total financial involvement of 
the Cowichan Valley Regional 
District Board. However, so 
far the board has not shown 
any interest, according to Bill 
Burak, chairman of the Dun¬ 
can Kiwanis Ambulance 
Society, which has adminis¬ 
tered the service for the past 
18 years.

officials in the area. 

For years society members 
had to literally l>eg for funds 
to acquire new ambulances. 
Burak said. He added that a 
new ambulance is needed now 
and total cost would lx? 
$13,000. One of the two 
ambulances at Duncan is 
“pretty well shot’’ and must 
be replaced immediately and 
the second one will have to be 
replaced next year. Burak 
said the regional district 
earlier agreed to help Ixiy one 
ambulance If the board be¬ 
come jwrt owner.

The Windsors will keep four- 
month-old Collin Salter and 
two-year-old Kai Sze Fong for 
a few days until a home can 
lx* found for the two surviving 
children. 

Ganges RCMP said Tues¬ 
day night that five divers 
from the Canadian Armed 
Forces diving scliool will lie 
picked up at Sidney in the 
lKilice cruiser MV Sidney this 
morning. 

“The divers . . . will search 
the ocean near the shore in 
Vesuvius Ray. 

“They will return to Vic¬ 
toria after the search is 
finished."

Scientists Study 
Mine Effluent 


University of B.C. scientists 
will begin an independent 
biological monitoring program 
at Utah Mines near Port 
Hardy on northern Vancouver 
Island. 

The program is required to 
tie carried out on behalf of 
tlie company under terms of 
a permit issued by the 
pollution control branch. The 
permit allows Utah to dis¬ 
charge 9.3 million gallons of 
effluent dally Into Rupert 
Inlet from its copper mining' 
operation. 

Pollution control director 
W. N. Venables said the 
program will be paid for 
entirely by Utah — estimated 
annual cost $60,000 - and 
reports by UBC scientists are 
to be delivered directly to the 
pollution control branch. 

Under the Pollution Control 
Act. Venables noted, he as 
director has tlie ability to 
amend Utah's permit at any 
time and to authorize any 
future safeguards which the 
monitoring program may in¬ 
dicate are necessary in the 
future. 


The UBC monitoring team 
is composed of physical, 
chemical, and biological 
o c eanographers, geologists, 
mineral processing, and 
mining engineers. Coordina¬ 
tor for the group is J. B. 
Evans, head of the depart¬ 
ment of mineral engineering 
at UBC. 

0 Tlie monitoring program. 
Venables said, will determine 
natural physical, chemical 
and biological variations in 
Rupert Inlet prior to any 
mine-mill discharge and com¬ 
pare these with actual condi¬ 
tions once the elTJuent begins 
to be discharged. 

It will Include assessments 
of phytoplankton, zooplankton, 
inter-tidal and benthic biota, 
crab and fish, as well as the 
physical - chemical properties 
of the mine discharge, of 
bottom sediments, and of 
Rupert Inlet and its related 
waters. 

Some monitoring work has 
already been done on site but 
the pollution control branch 
has just approved details of 
the lull program.

Teachers should have a 
punching bag available in¬ 
stead of being allowed to 
resort to strapping students, 
Greater Victoria school 
trustee Philip Ney told the 
board Monday night. 

His remarks came as the 
board endorsed in principal a 
resolution to go to the B.C. 
Trustee’s Association conven¬ 
tion in the fall asking that 
corporal punishment in. the 
schools be outlawed. 

Moving tiie resolution, 
trustee Walter Donald said 
there are other methods of 
punishment just as effective 
as strapping, and without the 
unpleasant side effects. 

He said he was opposed to 
strapping for educational 
reasons. 

"Wh)en we countenance the 
strapping of children in school 
we are teaching corporal 
punishment.” said Donald. 
"We're really saying if you 
don't like what someone is 
doing, hit him and he will 
stop.” 

He linked corporal punish¬ 
ment with increasing physical 
violence In the world, includ¬ 
ing the kidnap-murder of 


Pierre La porte, and the stu¬ 
dent revolt and violence in 
the United States. 

“Most young people are 
nauseated by the hypocrisy 
we use when we say do what 
I say, not what I do.” said 
Donald. 

He invited trustees to 
amend the resolution as they 
saw fit for submission to the 
fall convention. 

"Just don’t take out the 
guts —- the part that says 
corporal punishment should 


be outlawed, because that's 
What I really believe." 

Ney, a jjaychiatrlst, said 
corpoml punishment is not as 
effective as other methods of 
control such as withdrawal of 
approval, or time out. It also 
has poor side effects. 

"Anyone slapped in the face 
gets angry — a slapped child 
gets angry. Slapping also 
becomes a way of solving 
inter-personal problems an 
adult who straps is used as a 
model of behavior, and this is 


the way the child will express 
himself. 

"A strapped child is usually 
timid in the presence of 
authority, and a bully else¬ 
where." 

Through corporal punish¬ 
ment, he felt, a teacher is 
getting rid of a lot of 
frustrations. 

"It would be beneficial," he 
added, "to have a punching 
bag in the teacher’s lounge, 
rather than a strap on the 
door."

loaned a bus, of the urmy 
personnel who drove Uie 
youngsters around in army 
trucks, and of the Victoria 
Jaycees and Cool Aid staff 
who Tuesday night gave the 
youngsters royal treatment 
and a good night’s sleep. 

One of the group lenders is 
22-year-old Gwen Locher, who 
feels Uiat both leaders and 
students have received their 
fill of education on the trip 
which is now ai the halfwa> 
point 

Tents Burn 

There were five adults, 21 
boys and girls between 13 and 
J7 years of age and a four- 
year-old boy on the bus when 
it left Assumption Duy school 
April 29. 

The start of the trip 
climuxed weeks of work 
which started when the Alber¬ 
ta government guve the group 
|1,100 for trips, and the 
students themselves raised 
another $1,000. Other money 
was donated by community 
groups -and businesses in the 
northern community. 

First duy out gave the 
party a foretuste of what lay 
■head. 

Three tents caught lire in 
the baggage compartment in 
the bus. and they borrowed 
more tent* from friends in 
Edmonton to use for the 
month 

Leader III 

Then the bus broke down, 
and they borrowed another 
one for a while. 

When they got to the 
Lethbridge area they had to 
send the borrowed bus back, 
but their own hadn't caught 
Up with them, so In the best 
tradition they were rescued 
by the army. 

/ “They drove us around 
l,ctt>bridgo in army trucks 
until our bus arrived.” said 
Miss Locher. 


. Tliey left one <*t their 
leaders i n Ixdlibridg*

Apart from more bus prob¬ 
lems. which Hte up all 
emergency funds, things were 
quite pleasant until the night 
they camped near Hope. 

At 4:30 one morning one of 
tin? tents caught fire, and the 
students sleeping there 
tumbled out to w'atch seven 
sleeping bags, clothes, shoes 
and belongings go up in the 
flames. 

"We hust haven’t been able 
to replace any of that cloth¬ 
ing,’’ said Mts* Lodier. 


They moved on d«»wu to 
Vancouver, setting up camp 
in Surrey, on King George 
Higtnvay and 82nd. 

"The children had never 
seen the ocean, so we decided 
to give them a ferry trip,” 
she said. 

Tuesday morning they 
crossed from Horseslioe Bay 
in Nanaimo. 

ii was a thrilling trip tor 
the teenagers. They were 
taken all over the ship by the 
captain, and were wishing the 
trip would last longer. 

However, on their way 
down from Nanaimo, tliey 
realized that the brakes on 
the bus weren't working well, 


and In Victoria they slopped 
for repair*. 

“We went to the Jaycee 
Fair and the girls had a great 
time on the rides. 

“The boys went to the 
gambling booths—they didn’t 
seem to realize we’re on a 
losing streak," said Miss 
Locher. "They lost loo.” 

Then the group realized 
that their bus would lie ready 
too late to get the last ferry 
back to Vancouver, ami that 
all their gear was there. 

“We had no money for 
accommodation, so we took 
our problem to the Jaycees,” 
she said. 

The students were settled in 


to watch Tiny Tim - another 
high point on the tour ter 
them — while the Jaycees did 
some tall thinking. 

After phoning several 
churches, and getting no 
reply, they tried Owl Aid. 

"Just bring diem over," 
was the answer. 

And there at the Cool Aid 
House on Balmoral they spent 
the night, each with a s|**clal 
Tiny Tim autograjih. 

Tliey leave Victoria by the 
11 a.m. ferry this morning, 
heading for Kamloops, Jasjier 
and Banff, and tiome on June 
I hopefully with all mis¬ 
adventures behind them.

said it proved to be a mistake 

Mayor Courtney Haddock 
and a number of aldermen 
objected to these statement*. 
Haddock said they amounted 
to “n condemnation” of the 
city’s policy. 

Instead of discussing pros 
and cons of adopting the Old 
Town concept, the council 
committee congratulated the 
group and said the city was 
very grateful lor its interest 
in Victoria's future develop¬ 
ment. 

The M-hcine was de-,ignrd 
by a group of University of 
British Columbia architecture 
students; it was then adopted 
by tlie Old 'Town Advisory 
Committee which consist* of 
interested Victoria reaident*. 
including architects, en¬ 
gineers and student*. 


Chamber Joins Ranks 


Last week, the Victoria 
Chamber of Commerce en¬ 
dorsed the scheme and Tues¬ 
day. the ranks of the Old 
Town Advisory Committee 
were swelled by chamber 
officials. 

Bob Ellis, manager of the 
Victoria Credit Bureau, 
■{leaking on behalf of the 
advisory committee, told 
aldermen that rMent-develop- 
ment* on the Old Town area 
have shown a certain, uidif- 
ference by the city to the 
demolition of old building* 
with the excuse that tliey 
were unsound and unusable, 
which was substantially' un¬ 
true, he said. 

Philip Holmes, president of 
the chamber, said he wanted 
to make It clear the Old Town 
Advisory Committee was in 
no way opposed to new 
development. 

“We are not opposed to 
either, the (proposed) Reid 
Centre ot* the Nordal develop¬ 
ment," he said. 

"But private enterprise can 


achieve In other bi'chs whut 
has been achieved by the city 
with the creation of Bastion 
Square and Centennial 
Square.” Holmes said. 

To achieve that, city council 
must say out loud that it 
support* such an Old Town 
concept, he said. 

"What, for instance, would 
you do with the Dowell 
Building?" the mayor asked 
Hi* question whs answered 
by Sam Rawlt. a Victoria real 
estate developer. 

"We’d preserve it," he said 
The Dowell Building is on 
Wharf Street, below Bastion 
Square. It Is presently owned 
by the city, and Haddock told 
the Colonist Tuesday night the 
city had Just leased the 
building to Environment 100. 

When Aid. Harold Olafson 
asked what he would preserve 
it for, Bawlf replied "for 
residential ixirpoaes, W# (hi* 
company tried to liuy it 
from the city a few years 
ago. but the city didn’t want 
to sell "
